It wa* the fourth straight day the 
negotiators had lowered the previous 
day’s length of time in session. 
The record of the quarter-m inute 
session went like this: 
Chinese Gen. Hsieh Fang: "Has 
your side anything to say?” 
Maj. Oen. William K Harrison. 
U N. command: "No." 
Hsieh: "Since your side has noth­ 
ing to say, I suggest we recess until 
the usual time tomorrow.” 
Harrison: "We agree.” 
Deadlocked 2 Weeks 
The sub-delegatea have been dead­ 
locked two weeks over the two other 
chief issues—Com m unist insistence 
that Russia help police a truce and 
a U N demand for a ban on military 
arifleld construction during an arm i­ 
stice. 
More than 6,000 words of a Ko­ 
rean armistice document have been 
written and agreed upon. 
All this approved wordage, cover­ 
ing 26 typewritten pages in 63 num ­ 
bered paragraphs, has led to op­ 
timism in W ashington and in the 
truce talks village of Pa nm un J om 
that agreement on an armistice is 
near 
In Washington, officials expressed 
hope that an arm istice could be 
reached possibly by May I. They 
based this on a belief th at solution 
wa* near on the prisoner of war 
deadlock. 
But nine vital paragraphs still are 
in dispute. 
Prisoners Big Issue 
Three of the nine deal with ex­ 
change of prisoners. The Reds are 
demanding return of all their men 
in Allied hands. The Allies insist 
on voluntary repatriation. 
Staff officers grappling with this 
issue have been in recess since April 
4. seeking to develop "additional 
avenues” of agreement. Unofficial 
observers here say the officers may 
be overhauling prisoner lists on the 
basis of a secret formula which 
would reconcile the opposing stands. 
If this Jam can be broken, it 
might pave the way for clearing up 
two other disputed paragraphs— 
one on naming neutral observers 
and one on airfield construction in 
an armistice. 
A sixth paragraph not yet agreed 
upon contains recommendations to 
governments 
concerned 
and 
the 
seventh, eighth and ninth come 
under the heading miscellaneous. 
They are minor and could be agreed 
on quickly if and when the three 
major issues are settled.

A 
few corms, simple soil preparations, 
and u reasonable degree of care 
bring ample rewards in masses of 
1 beautiful flowers. Tile first planting

WANT POLICING 
OF RELIEF ROLLS 


Harrisburg, .April 14 •P—A strong­ 
ly-worded report from the state 
Justice Department today called for 
policing of the distribution of relief 
funds in Philadelphia. 
Prepared by Deputy Attorney Gen­ 
eral Robert L. Kunzig the report 
termed the state public assistance 
program in the Quaker City ‘ sloppy" 
and “careless" and easy prey for 
“chiselers.” 
Kunzig issued the report on the 
basis of a special investigation of 
public assistance irregularities In 
Philadelphia, Over 30 million dol­ 
lars a year is paid out as a "gift or 
dole” to persons in Philadelphia.; 
the report said. It declared over 2 
millions of this sum a “potential 
waste.” 
Kunzig said that many of the 
weaknesses in the relief program in 
the state’s largest city probably are 
prevalent in other parts of the com­ 
monwealth. 
At the same time the Public As­ 
sistance Department reported that j 
relief rolls in Pennsylvania have 
fallen off by nearly one half the last 
two years. 
Department figures released over 
the week-end showed 252,786 per­ 
sons on the rolls compared to the 
postwar peak of 491,890 in March, 
1950. This is a decrease of 48 6 per 
cent. The report showed that only 
2.4 percent of the population of the 
state is receiving public aid. There 
is a wide variation of dependency by 
counties.

Things Of The Soil 


FAR M-GARDEN DATES IN 
APRIL 
In approximate order of their 
timeliness during the next thirty 
days, April’s most urgent farm 
and garden tasks are; 
Plant at least a few gladiolus 
corms for early flowering. 
Make second plantings of beets, 
peas, radishes, carrots, and leal 
lettuce. 
Sow seed of sum m er squash in 
Individual pots or bands in a sunny 
coldfrarne and later thin plants to 
one to each container. Move these 
to their growing place in early 
May. 
Evergreens may be planted safe­ 
ly in early April. Of course, mois­ 
ture needs should be amply sup­ 
plied over summer. 
Now is an excellent time to band 
tree trunks with smooth roofing 
metal to bar bird-killing cats from 
reaching the nests of these valuable 
friends. 
Too. houses for m artins should 
be in place before the middle of the 
month, with wren houses provided 
before May I. 
Start dusting roses with Massey 
dust (I part lead arsenate with 9 
parts superfine sulphur > as soon as 
the leaves open 
This prevents 
black spot and mildew while it kills 
such chewing foes as rose slugs. 
Plant seed of snapdragons before 
the middle of April There are sev­ 
eral rust-resistant strains now of­ 
fered 
Divide the pasture field into two 
to four equal plots with temporary 
fences to permit rotation grazing 
over summer. This practice often 
triples the returns from permanent 
pastures. 
Tile delayed dormant spray for 
apples should tie completed a soon 
as buds show silvery green and 
before the first tiny leaves unfold. 
Do riot hesitate to grow cabbage 
because the root maggot and cab­ 
bage worm were troublesome last 
year. Write the editor if you do not 
know' how to control these two in­ 
vaders. 
Feed shade trees with 6-8-6 or 5- 
10-5 fertilizer a few days before 
each species comes into leaf. 
April chicks make October and 
early November layers. 
Sow seed of China asters in a 
mellow', sunny bed 
Rape makes excellent emergency 
pasture for hogs, sheep, poultry, 
and turkeys. Sow seed In late April 
If moles are troublesome, write 
the editor for effective ways to 
rout these busy little pests. 
Begin spraying early potatoes 
with Bordeaux mixture as soon as 
the leaves open. 
Zinnias are excellent in massed 
beds 
Sow seed now' where the 
plants are to grow' 
Several useful herbs are started 
in April and early May from seed. 
Start war on plant lice wherever 
these sap-sucking pests appear. 
Nicotine sulphate as a spray in 
soapy water or fresh nicotine dust 
applied when the air is still will 
destroy lice. 
Early cucumber and cantaloupe 
plants should be started in fruit 
baskets in a sunny coldfrarne about 
the middle of April or even later. 
Move the plants to their growing 
places after the soil is warm and 
frost dangers are past in May. 
Make and extra early planting 
of sweet corn the last week in April 
and protect the tender plants if 
later frosts threaten. 
Sow celery seed for the late fall 
crop. 


attack the plants Is the sap-sucking 
louse, usually a green species that 
is difficult to detect against the pale 
green coloring of the plant foliage. , 
Spraying with nicotine sulphate in 
soapy water or dusting the lice with 
fresh nicotine dust when the air Is 
still and the temperature is above 
70 degrees F. will afford control. 
If root maggots attack th? plants 
like they do cabbage, fit 3- to 4- 
inrh souare or disks of tarred roof­ 
ing paper around the plant stems 
at transplanting time and press the 
paper close to the ground.

of 
Brussels 
sprouts are miniature heads which 
resemble cabbage which form at the 
leaf axils along the stalk. When 
these become numerous and begin 
to crowd, most of the lower leaves 
should be broken off to give more 
room, and admit sunlight. Of course. ( 
none of the top or main leaves t 
.should be removed. 
If the tiny heads are carefully 
harvested with a sharp knife, later 
crops will form 
Housewives who 
have never served 
fresh, tender 
Brussels sprouts directly from the 
home garden have a gastronomic I 
.surprise in store for their families, j 
Here is a tasty, nourishing, truly 
appetizing vegetable. 
Plants for 
the 
late 
fall crop 
should be in their growing place 
around July IO to 25. When these 
are heavily ladened with heads in 
late October they may be taken up 
by their root* and moved to a cold- 
frame and carried far into early 
winter. The editor recommends this 
hardy vegetable to all gardeners 
who have never tried to grow it.

GROWING BRUSSELS SPROUTS 
Not only do “rut" gardeners (those 
who grow only the crops their 
fathers grew) hesitate to add Brus­ 
sels sprouts to their vegetable list, 
but often more progressive garden­ 
ers fail to include this delectable 
member of the cabbage family, espe­ 
cially in the extra early garden. 
Like its close relatives—cabbage, 
kale, cauliflower, broccoli and other 
crucifers—Brussels sprout plants de­ 
mand a mellow, deeply fertile, well 
drained loam If well rotted manure 
is available it may be wisely invested 
in preparing soil for this vegetable 
Too. commercial fertilizers are ben­ 
eficial, something near a 6-8-6 or ( 
5-10-5 
strength 
broadcast 
and 
worked Into the top soil before 
plants are set out. preferably at the 
rate of I ’4 to 2*4 pounds per 109 
square feet. If plant growth is slow 
after 
transplanting 
and 
before j 
heads begin to form, one or two 
side dressings with nitrate of soda 
will hasten and invigorate growth. 
To start extra early plants, sow 
seed in window boxes or hotbed any 
time after March I or until April I. 
When these plants open two leaves, , 
move them to individual pots or 
bands and keep them thriving in a 
sunny coldfrarne until dangers of 
hard freezes are past in late April or 
early May. Then shift them to then- 
growing place without disturbing 
the roots. Brussels sprouts are not 
injured by light frosts. 
Plants should be spared 12 to 18 , 
inches apart in rows 24 to 36 inches 
wide. Cultivation is needed chiefly 
to control weeds and grass.
